On the whole, though, I shall be sorry 
to lose his personality^ I shell be strongly in favor of his accepting Dave 
Porter's call and really embarrassed to know what to do if he does not. 77111 
you counsel him in the mattar? 

Will you also counsel me? Things have cone to a serious issue. I 
am hooked to speak by Fred Moore in Chicago, February 25th to March 1st at, 

The Chicago Open Forum, Lincoln Center Forura, University of Chicago Divinity 
School, McCormick Theological Seminary, Ministers of Chicago, Chicago League 
of Women Voters, a Sunday morning service in an important church, Wilmette 
Sunday Evening Club, the Jewish Arts Club, and one or two others. The 
Chicago Association has formally protested to the executive conmittee in 
Mew York requesting that I be not allowed to speak in the city. If their 
protest is not granted they may take effective financial steps. Some other 
cities would sympathize with them. On the other hand, if the executives of 
Mew York request me to not speak, how could I,with self respect,cancel 
a dozen engagements in Chicago? if I do not do so, which is unthinkable, what 
then? Shall I disregard their request and take the engagements leaving them 
to act, or shall I resign? I would be loathe to resign as the way seems open 
for continued useful activity in the Associations. I confess I do not see 
the way out. You might talk quietly with Ben Barber and see if the executive^^^R^fr 
have taken any action as yet. I shall be glad of your counsel. I return early 
in February to Mew York. <P<*. . 3/

Hy dear Qoerget 

Upon arrival in Chicago this Horning I found a telephone call 
awaiting me from Dave Porter, who is here at the Sdgewater Beaoh Hotel at 
the Secretaries' Conference. Dare finally got me on the phone and said 
that following Hilwaukee and the new developments that are taking place 
in the student movement in oonnecti on with the leaving of franc Is Miller 
and their undermanned staff at the Central Office of the Student Department 
In Hew York, he Is anxious to have you join him In the Student work to he 
associated with himself there at the Central office in Mew York, beginning 
probably the middle of January. 

That is as mack as I could get over the phone while Dave is in 
the midst of a busy conference there. Mow much of your work would be at 

the center and how much 'travelling in the colleges, I dp not know. What 

the financial arrangements, I am not sure, but I have told Dave I think 
that they ought to give you more than you are now receiving. 

Now, all things considered, I would be in favor of your accepting 

this oall on three grounds: 

1. I give the most rapid dictation of aryon* in the building there 
in New York when I have a stenographer who can keep the pace. I am of a rapid 
and nervous temperesent, Pat and Flrby were both greased lightning for speed 
and unusually able executives. The sunaer'e work did not give you the speed 
that both you and I had hoped. The result is that you have never been able 
to catch up in your stenographic.work and there Is much work that I would 
have given but have never done so when traveling on the road because I knew 
that you were behind. While I think a few months would make some difference 
in this, 1 do not believe that you are going to acquire sufficient speed, 
coupled with accuracy and other qualifications to enable you to be a really 
expert stenographer. 

Second andimore important: I have come to the conclusion that 
your gifts lie lu other lines. It le not that you are too small for the job, 
but that you are too big for it. You are a round peg in a square hole, you 
have a fin. r, more profound mind than most of the men that i have had be-

fore but you do not hare the alert executive personality, rapid accuracy «nd 
resouroefullnees. I have to think for you frequently Instead of your 
thinking for me. You forget a good many things. This is no fault of yours. 

It Is simply that your gifts lie in other lines. I believe you would be 
working along the lines of greatest resistance under strain to put on pressure 
and strive for months to get in line with this work. And, I think It would be 
far better for you to get Into Student Work Where you would be working along 
lines of least resistance and all your gifts would tell at a maximum. 

Third: Tho expense of carrying a man with me has been greater 

than I anticipated. We were overdrawn for some months at the bank #4600. 
While the large check which came In wiped out that deficit, It came with 
the statement that the giver would make no more contributions to the work. 

With our present finances I shall not look for another man but endeavor to 
get along without a secretary travelling with me. 

Taking all things Into account, I would favor your accepting Dave's 
call followed by the fellowship for whioh we have applied, If you get It. 

I would recommend that you gat from Dave and Tinker both, a recommendation 
sent to Dick Edwards for that post. If Dave has any stenographic work he 
dictates very slowly and it is all In your line. I believe it would be bet¬ 
ter for you and all concerned if you oould enter this seemingly Ideal po¬ 
sition* I understand Dave returns to New York In about a week and is anxious 
to have you join him If at all possible by the middle of the month. Should 
you deedde to do so, you oould go forward with your Investigation, gathering 
facts for the pamphlet until you join Dave and simply keep your notes for me 
having them ready and explaining them to me when I shall return to New York 
during the first week in February. 

I wish that I could have seen you for a long, unhurried conference 
after getting this word from Dave. Shis letter is not very full, but It, 
nevertheless, expresses ny own best judgment in the matter. You might talk 
with Kirby and others. I trust you will be guided in your decision. I shall 
be praying for you during these days that you will be thinking the matter 
over and should be glad to hear from you about it. I shall have a life long 
regard for you and hope that we may be close and growing friends.

ROOMS AND MEALS . 

--Olivet College turns over its dormitories with the necessary furniture, Shipherd 

Hall for women and couples, Parsons Hall for men. Families with very young 
children can better be accommodated in private homes near the campus at slightly 
higher rates. The Conference furnishes sheets, pillowcases, one pair of cotton 
blankets for each bed, bath and hand towels. For those staying a week or longer 
it is well to bring a couch cover and scarves for dresser and table, also a light 
steamer rug or large woolen shawl. Rooms will be cared for. Meals were excel¬ 
lent last year, with an abundance of fresh vegetables, milk, eggs and brown bread. 
Each person sits where he likes in the dining room. 

CLOTHING 

Clothing of the simplest sort will suffice for any occasion except the Sunday 
church services. Last year the weather was cool throughout the month, hence 
bring at least One warm dress or suit. Sweater, bathing suit (with raincoat or 
old coat and old shoes), tennis racquets, umbrella and rubbers will be needed. 
Good laundry facilities are available three times a week. 

RECREATION 

Pine Lake, a mile away on a newly paved road, affords excellent facilities for 
boating, canoeing and bathing. Outdoor games are planned for each afternoon, 
tennis courts are available and golf may be had at the Duck Lake Links, twelve 
miles away, or at the Battle Creek Country Club, twenty miles distant, on the 
payment of a small fee. Mrs. Niebuhr, her health permitting, will be guardian 
of the older children, supervising their play and spending the entire morning 
with them each day.

ROOMS AND MEALS 

Olivet College turns over its dormitories with the necessary furniture, Shipherd 
Hall for women and couples, Parsons Hall for men. Families with very young 
children can better be accommodated in private homes near the campus at slightly 
higher rates. The Conference furnishes sheets, pillowcases, one pair of cotton 
blankets for each bed, bath and hand towels.

I went to Haiti last 
winter and made a study of the situation and as a result became con¬ 
vinced that while the American occupation has done some very good 
things for the Haitians, its methods of acquiring control have 
been distinctly wrong and that it has in some cases unduly favored 
certain very definite American economic interests. 


It would, I am sure, immeasurably improve our relations 


with our Latin-American neighbors if we were to permit a popularly 
elected government to be set up and then to withdraw. I am becoming 
more and more convinced that the battle against American imperialism 
must be largely fought in terms of the very definite drift of our 
State Department toward intervention in and control of the various 
republics of Central America and the Caribbean.

Dear Kirby Page: 

You are earnestly invited to join a national committee to urge favorable 
action on the King Resolution, now pending in the U, S. Senate, and whioh 
will be introduced at the next Session if necessary, for the restoration 
of the Independence of the Republic of Haiti, which has been occupied by 
the United States, and held under martial law by the U. S. Marine Corps 
since 1915. Under separate cover we are sending you Senator King's epeech 
in support of his Resolution, which gives in terms of great moderation all 
the facts in the case, and in brief compass. Senator King has consented 
to serve as Honorary President of the Committee. 

Independently of Senator King's course in the Senate, however, and before he 
delivered his address, an all-American committee of six men and women made 
an impartial survey of conditions in Haiti under the Occupation. Their 
50,000 word report, carefully documented, supports the facts presented by 
Senator King, and also favors the restoration of Haitian Independence. 

The new Committee on Haiti, which we hope you will join, plans to hold public 
meetings in support of the King Resolution in Washington, New York, and per¬ 
haps elsewhere, and to link together for concerted action, all who believe we 
ought to withdraw from Haiti. It will be strictly non-partizan, It will 
assist in the distribution of the report, soon to be issued under the title 
OCCUPIED HAITI, and take such other steps as may be necessary to influence 
speedy action on the part of the United States Senate. 

The expenses of the proposed campaign will be nominal. You may contribute 
to these, if you desire, but primarily, we ask your moral support, the use 
of your name and influence for a cause which we believe to be just, and for 
the rectification of a great wrong of which the mass of American people are 
still ignorant. 

Please sign and return the enclosed form, and we will be glad to keep you 
informed as to the activities which will follow.

Qon going into the matter of the Park interview after your 
protest of January 1, we found that our reporter was positive 
that he had not misquoted Qol. Park in any essential. We did 
not, therefore, feel justified in printing Col. Park 1 s absolute 
denial of the salary feature of the interview, without at the 
same time giving our representative an opportunity to reaffirm 
it 0 And we saw nothing to be gained for anyone party to the 
situation in such a proceeding. We therefore printed the item 
of January 3 headed "Do Pay Prom Moscow Kirby Page Says," in 
the belief that it set forth your position and gave Col. Park's 
version in such a way that we did not consider it necessary to 
include anything from our reporter. 

However, The Journal desires above all to be fair, and if you 
still feel that our publication of January 3 is inadequate, we 
are willing to print the following statement if you will give 
us assurance that its publication meets the situation to your 
satisfaction! 

(Mr. Kirby Page, who delivered an anti-war speech before 
the National Christian Students' Conference - Dweemb e r December 31 
last, complains of the publication of an interview with 
Col. Stephen A. Park in which the latter was quoted as saying 
that the speakers who had addressed the conference on the day 
in question purveying anti-militaristic doctrines were getting 
their salaries direct from Moscow and spreading propaganda coming 
from soviet Russia. On January 3, The Journal published a 
declaration by Mr. Page that these statements were unfounded in 
fact and, also, that Col. Park had stated that he had been mis¬ 
understood. In the original publication The Journal professed 
to do no more than to quote Col. Park. While the quotation gave 
The Journal representative's understanding and recollection of 
the interview, The Journal did not hesitate to publish that 
Col. Park later claimed to have been misunderstood and it now 
adds that he states that the quotation was inaccurate.)

Arthur Fufeian Elliott was bom 
In Buenos Aires, the capital of Ar¬ 
gentine, and Is an Argehtine citi¬ 
zen. Sheldon Elwood was bom In 
Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, 
and Is a Paraguayan citizen of the 
United States. They both have

College Censorship 

Kirby Page, editor of th 6 World Tomorrow, has again 
been prevented, through official pressure, from speaking 
on a college campus. He had been scheduled to speak at 
two meetings on the campus of the Oregon State Agri¬ 
cultural College and to address two college classes there 
on January 10. The committee, composed of the secre¬ 
taries of the Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. and two 
student pastors, had not tried to arrange for Mr. Page 
to speak at convocation, since the head of the military 
department is a member of the convocation committee. 
Instead, smaller meetings were planned and advertised.' 
The day before Mr. Page arrived the president of the 
college told the chairman of the Y. M. C. A. advisory 
board that the advisability of Mr. Page’s speaking on the 
campus was doubtful and suggested that the chairman 


handle the matter. The meetings were then canceled. 
The dean advised the two professors to whose classes Mr. 
Page was to speak to cancel the arrangements. This was 
also done. Mr. Page’s addresses were not directly for¬ 
bidden by the president, but official pressure was evidently 
sufficient to prevent them. Two well-attended meetings 
were held off campus, one in a hotel and one in a Methodist 
Church. Mr. Page comments that Oregon Agricultural 
College boasts that it is “the West Point of the Pacific 
Coast.” 

Intermediate Credit Banks at Work 

Established by Congress in 1923, the 12 federal “inter¬ 
mediate credit banks” had made loans totaling nearly 
1250,000,000 by the end of the fiscal year 1926-27, ac¬ 
cording to the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, recently issued. It is estimated that about 1,- 
000,000 farmers (one-sixth of the total) participated in 
these operations. Assistance was given chiefly to growers 
of cotton and tobacco. These banks were set up to meet 
an obvious need of farmers for loans having longer ma¬ 
turity than the customary 90 day bank note. Loans are 
not made directly to individuals, but to banks by the 
process of “rediscounting paper,” and to cooperative mar¬ 
keting associations. It is felt by some that farmers and 
their leaders have been very slow to take advantage of 
the services of these institutions. The banks are empow- 1 
ered to loan much larger sums than have been asked. Onl 
December 17, 1927, the outstanding loans totaled $74,840,- 
901.39, of which $31,633,604.77 was in loans to cooper¬ 
ative associations and $43,207,296.62 in the form of 
rediscounts. These banks are a part of the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s vast ventures into rural credits since 1917. A 
critical review of the functioning of the intermediate 
credit banks and of the many other aspects of the present 
rural credit situation appears in Social Aspects of Agri¬ 
cultural Credit, a pamphlet recently issued by this Depart¬ 
ment. 

Farmers and World Peace 

Indicative of a tendency among agricultural papers to 
discuss world affairs, which has been noted before in 
this Service, is an article appearing in the American 
Agriculturist for December 24-31 upon “Working To¬ 
ward World Peace,” in which the various proposals 
before Congress for outlawry of war and arbitration are 
reviewed. The article quotes at length Nicholas Murray 
Butler’s exposition before the Foreign Policy Association 
of Senator Capper’s resolution accepting the Briand pro¬ 
posal for the outlawry of war and also calling for similar 
treaties with other nations.

No Self-Determination 

ClR*’ Your article, “How to Get out of Nicaragua,” is very 
good, and perhaps the best thing I have read about this prob¬ 
lem. A really big man need never fear consulting and advising 
with others who are interested in the same problem. The final 
and real decision is left to him, after all. 

There is so much complaint about our “imperialism” as shown 
in the domination we exert over the affairs of the small nations 
adjoining us. Physical laws also control affairs which are not 
readily thought to come under their control. You have studied 
astronomy, or read it, at least, as much as I have. Suppose there 
should be issued the ukase of “self-determination of heavenly 
bodies”—a beautiful doctrine, but, assume that the sun should de¬ 
clare the "freedom” of the earth or of any planet. Extend this 
thought as you will, and the utter absurdity is immediately seen. 
The very same holds true in the relation of nations. The large, 
the strong nation must dominate, whether it wills or not. Inter¬ 
marriage of persons, of trade, of every relation, cannot be avoided, 
and the weight is on the part of the large nation. We have domi¬ 
nated Canada, Mexico and all the adjoining countries all the 
time, but of late are doing it to a greater degree—because we 
cannot avoid it. You can follow this thought without diffi¬ 
culty.— 

As to the question of responsibility, that is one which must be 
stressed. It is the greater the more the difference (size, resources, 
population, mental status, wealth, etc.) between the major and 
minor states. 

“Self-determination,” as Wilson used the term, was and is sim¬ 
ple nonsense. More harm was created by this phrase than can 
be undone in generations. “Liberty” is always a relative term. 
My privileges end where your rights begin. The failure to un¬ 
derstand this has been the cause of unrest, misery, and war. 

I did not write these notes with the idea of having them 
published; only to suggest a line of constructive thought. Per¬ 
haps one of your editorial writers can make use of the 
suggestions.

More about President Trotter 

S IR: May I, as a rather less than more constant reader of your 
journal, say a few words with regard to Miss Mary Hunter’s 
letter of January 25, the gist of which, failing to be pointed, quite 
misses being pungent? I had the extreme misfortune once to be 
an instructor at West Virginia University. In the course of a 
year’s bemused, often startled, observation, I could find no reason^ 
good or bad, for the existence of that institution. The President 
did nothing to alleviate this situation, except to refrain from deny¬ 
ing the rumor, which had been afloat for some six or seven years, 
that he was on the point of resigning. I decided that President 
Trotter would not resign, but just fade away. Others doubted 
that 'he would even fade away. He has been as long lasting as 
the proverbial soldier. There is every reason to believe that the 
resignation which President Trotter was once supposed to have 
tendered to the University’s Board of Governors was only a resig¬ 
nation nor’ nor’-west. He could go on holding office indefinitely, 
and whenever his conduct became too noisome, the few decent 
souls whom the uplift of the Ku Klux Klan had left intact, though 
a little tremulous, could console themselves for their failure to 
take action with the thought that, anyhow, the President was about 
to resign. The incident which the New Republic singled out for 
comment was one so positively outrageous that even a comatose 
faculty and a stupid local paper were goaded into protest. That 
it was this that transformed Trotter’s resignation from a form 
into a reality is hardly open to doubt. That it hastened the end is 
unquestionable. Does Miss Hunter suppose that she is furthering 
the liberal movement, whatever that may be, by communications 
such as her own?

Prohibition: A Success 

^IR: I have just read J. E. Barr '9 letter in your current issue, 
and beg leave to repeat what I stated elsewhere when asked 
why the Eighteenth Amendment is considered a joke. 

Standing alone, that amendment has the same force as any 
other part of the Constitution, but read as a part of the Consti¬ 
tution taken as a whole, it is inconsistent with earlier portions, 
such as the Fourth, Fifth and Tenth Amendments, and therefore 
negligible. 

Quite apart from the facb that it was reluctantly signed by 
the Chief Executive, who had great doubts as to ib validity as 
a federal proposal, and that, at a cost of $17,000,000 and during 
the absence of 4,000,000 voters, and without making it an open 
issue in the 1918 state elections, the state legislatures had beco 
packed in advance to approve it, the real question involved in 
its constitutionality was never submitted to the Supreme Court, 
and therefore not passed upon. 

Any lawyer of experience knows that, in every document ex¬ 
cept a will, the earlier clauses prevail where two clauses conflict. 
What the Supreme Court decided was that the necessary legal 
formalities of Article 5 of the Constitution had been complied with, 
and that, therefore, the amendment had been constitutionally en¬ 
acted and had equal force with other parts of the Constitution. 
By this decision the Supreme Court, which Is less of a court of law 
than a political Institution, and has, therefore, to be guided by ex¬ 
pediency, fulfilled its function of stepping lightly in regard to 
anything recently done by a government ta power and avoided the 
main issue until “a more convenient season.” This was wise. 
But, after eight years of trial and failure, it is time that we 
asked the Supreme Court to construe the Constitution as a whole, 
pending the long overdue Constitutional Convention for ironing 
out accumulated inconsistencies. 

As a temperance worker from childhood, one who has suffered 
much loss of wealth and prestige through supporting temperance, 
I cannot but recognize that the dishonest tactics — I cannot call 
them anything else than dishonest—have dealt a deadly blow at 
the cause, besides making us the laughing-stock of the world. Mr. 
Barr persists in alleging facts which do not exist, or, where they 
exist, have no connection with prohibition. Sobriety has not in¬ 
creased, crime has largely increased; bank balances have noth¬ 
ing to do with the matter, owing their increase to other well 
ascertained causes. The reason prohibition is a failure is because 
it was dishonestly brought about. Few people wish to reestablish 
saloons, but the abolishing of saloons has nothing to do with pro¬ 
hibition. It has no connection with the perpetual invasion of 
people’s liberties, the pouring into sewers of God-given wine that 
would, in the words of the Psalmist, make glad the heart of man. 
To pose as an “Anti-saloon League” and, under cover of that title, 
to bring about the ghastly infringement of personal liberty covered 
by prohibition, is a crime for which it is difficult to find a name. 
It is waste of words to traverse the farrago of unsupported state¬ 
ments brought forth by Mr. Barr, statements that have been re¬ 
futed ad nauseam. The charge against prohibition is that it brings 
about a condition of affairs far outside any suggestion of abolish¬ 
ing the saloon; the whole apparatus is dishonest and un-Ameri¬ 
can to the last degree; that is its fault.

THE STUDENTS’ 

T WO THOUSAND STUDENTS, representing colleges 
in every State in the Union, are “opposed to the general 
imperialistic policy of the United States Government,” 
according to a resolution indorsed, but not actually adopted, 
by the National Christian Student Conference, recently con¬ 
cluded in Milwaukee. The resolution to some of our editors is as 
a red rag to a bull, and charges that they are pacifist, radical, 
even moronic, are heaped on the heads of the young idealists. 
The conference, which is said not to be a permanent organization, 
was brought together under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A., 
in response to a movement 
started in the undergraduate 
I Y” organizations of the col¬ 
leges and universities. Its 
purpose was to provide a 
discussion group in which 
students ‘ 4 could attempt to 
settle in their own minds the 
problems of almost any nature 
if the application of Christ’s 
teachings could help.” With 
such a wide range before them, 
the students tackled most of 
the problems which vex the 
minds of sages and saints and 
of the workaday people of the 
world, but it is the students’* 
attitude on war and “militar¬ 
ism” which arouses most em¬ 
phatic comment. War came in 
for further action in another 
discussion, in which twenty- 
seven men and women dele¬ 
gates, by a rising vote, we read, 
declared they would not sup¬ 
port any war. The greatest 
sentiment of the convention 
indorsed the statement, *' I 
am ready to support some 
wars and not others,” the vote 
showing 740 holding this attitude. Ninety-five said they would 
support any war declared by recognized authority. Three 
hundred and fifty-six were not ready to commit themselves. 

The resolution against “American militarism” also condemns 
military training in the colleges. It was offered by William J. 
Tyler of New York University, after a discussion in which nat¬ 
ionalism was called “lies and false ideals,” we read in the 
Milwaukee Journal . All who discust the resolution from the 
floor favored it, we are told, the only issue being whether it or 
any other resolution should be adopted. It was formally indorsed 
by a large vote, after a policy of no resolutions had been estab¬ 
lished. Among those who threw stones at Mars w as Kirby Page, 
editor of The World To-morrow , who said, we read in the Mil¬ 
waukee paper, that the world “stands to-day on the brink of 
another great conflict and catastrophe,” and that “there are 
more potential causes of war in Europe to-day than there were in 
1914.” This, said Mr. Page, is “a great challenge to the follow¬ 
ers of Christ in these days to rise up and turn the tide against 
war, to destroy the whole war system.” As Mr. Page’s address 
is quoted further in the Milwaukee daily, he goes on: 


WAR ON MARS 

“ Through the ages many profest Christians have failed utterly 
to understand the meaning of Jesus’ teachings. Organized 
groups of Christians have with appalling frequency slaughtered 
multitudes of their own coreligionists, to say nothing of the fury 
with which they have attacked heretics and infidels. After read¬ 
ing the story of the religious wars, the Crusades, the Inquisition, 
the burning of witches and the repeated massacres of the Jews, 
one can scarcely fail to reach the conclusion that the vast major¬ 
ity of the profest followers of Jesus have always been blind to the 
real meaning of His religion. 

“It can not be doubted that the method of Jesus in dealing 
with offenders was to overcome evil with good. Organized 

groups have rarely used this 
method of maintaining security 
and justice. Herein is found 
the reason why we are still 
confronted with the peril of 
war. 

“There are enough of you 
here to turn the tide against 
war during the next three dec¬ 
ades if only you will consecrate 
yourselves unreservedly to this 
great cause.” 

Amidst these alarums against 
war a genial note was sounded 
by a Japanese, Susumu Kobe, * 
a student at the University of 
Washington, who said he once 
thought America was imperial¬ 
istic. Now, however, he realizes 
that America is “not a country 
of turmoil, but that under the 
surface of things there is a love 
for peace and friendship.” He 
will tell his countrymen, he 
said, “that America is not as 
bad as they think she is.” He 
regrets the immigration act of 
1924, which he feels is an “in¬ 
sult” to Japan, and said, as we 
quote from the Milwaukee 
daily again: 

“I do not deny the right of 
the United States to pass any law it desires, but I do say that 
immigration can be restricted without singling out Japan as an 
object of insult. Japan is not preparing for war. It may have 
done so in the past, but I give you my word of honor that Japan 
is, perhaps, the most peaceful nation in the world to-day. Her 
resentment of your immigration act is being done in a peaceful 
way.” 

Outside of the conference, the seed scattered by the students 
fell upon some stony ground. “Moscow!” says Col. Stephen 
Park, head of the National Reserve Officers’ Association. Re¬ 
ferring to the leaders of the conference. Colonel Park is quoted 
in the Milwaukee Journal as saying: 

"'"“These men have brought these students here—many of them 
at least—under false pretenses and without giving the delegates 
a hint that the conference was to degenerate into a meeting for 
the dissemination of doctrines which smack strongly of dis¬ 
loyalty. In all the discussions which have taken place, as far as 
I can learn, the United States Government has been attacked 
viciously, and not one speaker has defended it. 

“The speakers who addrest the conference Thursday, and 
others in this country who are purveying similar anti-militaristic 
doctrines, are getting their salaries straight from Moscow. They 
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are going about the country attending gatherings of young 
people, and making those gatherings the occasion for spreading 
propaganda which comes from Soviet Russia.” 

Some zestful, emphatic protests against the students' “paci¬ 
ficism” are sounded also here and there in the press. For in¬ 
stance, the Cincinnati Enquirer says that “Jesus never failed 
to recognize the temporal authority of the State,” and asserts 
of the students' actions: 

“These incidents go to show to what lengths the insane 
pacifism and the virulent socialism of influential groups in Amer¬ 
ica have attained: The churches are filled with this evil, disrup¬ 
tive teaching; a teaching which makes of 
Cromwell, Washington and Lincoln unchris¬ 
tian murderers—counselors of, and par¬ 
ticipants in, war; teachings which are an in¬ 
sult to every martyr who has laid down his 
life in the sacred cause of liberty, for love of 
country, for the defense of women and chil¬ 
dren and homes from the ravagement of brutal 
soldiery intent upon loot and human-slaughter. 

“Well does a brave Army chaplain de¬ 
nounce these libels and aspersions of namby- 
pamby cowards, who hide behind a per¬ 
version of moral patriotism and religious 
duty, as treason. If not that, it certainly 
may be said that such utterances hold the 
active germ of treason; for, as Chaplain 
Alva J. Brasted, of the Second Army Divi¬ 
sion, has said; ‘Such action savors of treason. 

It is a duty of a father to provide for his 
own household, and one of those necessary 
provisions is the defense of his own, and it 
is the duty of the citizen to stand ready to 
defend his own country/ 

“What have these young saints to say of 
the Covenanters of Scotland, of the iron 
legions of Cromwell, of the tattered patriots 
of Valley Forge, of the men who curst and 
shot with Jackson at New Orleans, of the 
millions who heard the call of Lincoln, who 
went forth to strike the shackles from the 
limbs of an enslaved people; of the splendid 
American boys who went down to the fields 
of battle in Europe during the World War? 

Their puling proclamation should brand 
them for what they are: Fanatics who would 
preserve the Eighteenth Amendment, re¬ 
gardless of cost and effort, but traitors to their 
flag in any hour of their country’s need.”

He’s a preacher’s son.” So said Mrs. Grundy and 
her numerous family when the minister's son has 
fallen by the wayside. Jt is an all too common, but, fortunately, 
gradually disappearing, belief that most sons of the manse or 
rectory are black sheep and that most of them end their days 
in jail. A glance through the pages of “Who 7 s Who” may con¬ 
vince even the most obstinate of their error. Further disproof 
of the popular belief is offered by Bishop Edwin Holt Hughes 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, who in 
a recent address in Chicago before the So¬ 
ciety of Ministers' Sons and Daughters 
took up the defense of ministers’ sons. Em¬ 
phasis in a preacher’s home is not placed 
on commercial success, he said, as he is 
quoted in the Chicago News; but he cited 
these sons of ministers as successful in the 
market-place; Edward H. Harriman, Levi 
P. Morton, Cecil Rhodes, John F, Andrus, 
William C. Brown, John D. Arch bold and 
Henry M. Flagler. Three of the six largest 
State universities, three of the six best- 
known women’s colleges, two of the largest 
Presbyterian colleges, and the two greatest 
Baptist colleges, he said, are headed by 
preachers’ children. Bishop Hughes gave 
also a long list of ministers’ sons who have 
succeeded in art, literature, politics, states¬ 
manship, in newspaper and magazine work, 
in poetry and in science and invention. 
Among the poets he cited Tennyson, Lowell, 
Holmes, Emerson, Lessing, Richard Watson 
Gilder and Henry Van Dyke. The first 
Atlantic cable, he notes, was laid by Cyrus 
W. Field, a preacher’s son. The Wright 
brothers, the first to fly an airplane, came 
from a manse, as did Samuel F. B. Morse, 
who invented the telegraph. “No preacher’s 
boy ever goes far into this life without do¬ 
ing something that displeases some one else,” 
said Bishop Hughes. “Immediately comes 
the taunt; ‘And you a preacher’s son!’ 
One 1‘clt like having his privileges enlarged so he could either

“There are just wars and unjust wars, but it is not for the 
individual or any group of individuals to declare that they con¬ 
sider themselves immune from the responsibilities of citizenship 
under the flag that protects them. This applies to the members 
of the National Conference of Students as well as to all other 
American citizens. The young gentlemen specifically referred 
to are not making the proper preparation for their chosen career 
when they preach disloyalty.” 

A little more indulgent toward “youth’s precipitancy,” the 
Brooklyn Eagle says: 

“ It may be that the highest ethical view of war obligations is 
that which makes the individual conscience the determining factor, 
A war is just or unjust. It may be held that the Rev. Mr. 

X-, believing a specific war to be unjust, ought not to fight 

in it or to support it. That is debatable. There have always 
been sincere, conscientious objectors, who found even prison 
preferable to the sacrifice of their convictions, 

“But ‘any future war’ is an inclusive term that the godly man, 
if wise, will avoid. Benjamin Franklin to the contrary not with- 
standing, there are just wars, good wars, wars that the Christian 
soldier is bound to fight in. National defense, a high aim of 
statesmanship, is entitled to ethical sanction. The existence and 
the dignity of a nation like the United States mean much to the 
whole world; we are not selfish, but altruistic in maintaining 
them. That is somethingfor the theological students to consider/’ 


use a vigorous vocabulary or do a little vigorous fighting.” 

Many papers are glad to contribute paragraphs to help dis¬ 
credit the belief that ministers’ sons are a mischievous progeny. 
The St, Louis Globe-Democrat reminds us: 

“‘Who’s Who’ supplies ample data with which the newly 
formed organization might explode the myth, not only as it 
applies to the sons of Methodist ministers, but to the sons of 
clergymen of other denominations. All persons sketched in the 
1922-1923 edition of this reference work of eminent men were 
asked to indicate the occupation of their fathers. It was found 
that no less than 2,695, or 11 per cent,, were preachers’ sons. 
Still others mentioned that their fathers combined preaching 
with some other occupation. The census for the year 1870, the 
year nearest the birth of these notables, shows that clergymen 
comprised less than one-half of 1 per cent, of all men. Upon 
this basis, it is calculated that clergymen fathered twenty-eight 
times the average number of notables, one Protestant minister 
in each fifteen having a child whose name later appeared in 
‘Who’s Who/ In the same year business and professional meo 
fathered seven and sixteen times, respectively, the average 
number of notables, or the number that might have been ex¬ 
pected from their portion of the total population while farmers 
fathered less than their proportionate share, and unskilled 
laborers much less than farmers. Still more impressive is the 
statement that ‘Protestant clergymen about 1870 contributed 
in proportion to their numbers about 2,400 times as many 
eminent persons as did unskilled laborers, thirty-five times as

many as did farmers, four times as many as business men, and 
over twice as many as the average of other professional men.’ 

“Indeed, it seems that the preachers’ sons have done rather 
well. In winning conspicuous success and distinction, they have 
done better than a great many other sons, and it is about time 
that the fallacy that they are ‘ne’er-do-wells’ was squelched.” 


A WORD FOR THE PARSON 

P ICKING ON THE PARSON is one of the favorite indoor 
sports in many American homes, and not infrequently the 
preacher is a convenient object of criticism for a Monday- 
morning editorial. He is condemned if he does and condemned if 
he doesn’t. Now a newspaper takes up valuable editorial space 
to speak a good word for the parson, and The Reformed Church 
Messenger appreciatively reprints it. Says the Baltimore 
Evening Sun: 

“In this day of spiritual searching the parson has come in for 
no little criticism. Perhaps he deserves it; but, on the other 
hand, it is about time for him to receive a word of sympathy. 
His task is difficult, for no matter which way he turns he meets 
with objections from some parts of his flock. 

“If the parson takes a narrow view of religion, he is accused 
of bigotry; if he takes a broad view, he is suspected of heresy. 
If he asks for money, he is charged with worldliness; if he doesn’t 
ask for it, his church falls to pieces. If he pays calls on his congre¬ 
gation, he risks the reputation of being a bore; if he doesn’t pay 
calls, he is charged with indifference. If he indorses movies, 
oyster suppers and bowling alleys in the basement, the conserva¬ 
tives protest; if he sticks to services only, the boosters howl. 
If he introduces innovations in his sermon, he is called sensational; 
if he confines himself to the beatitudes, he is condemned for his 
platitudes. If he specializes on the Sunday-school, the choir 
resents it; if he specializes on the choir, the Sunday-school blows up. 

“In the old days the parson had a ready weapon. He alone 
could offer the benediction and the absolution. Nowadays very 
few in the congregation know what either means. Most of them 
imagine their sins are washed away by the simple process of 
dropping a quarter in the collection plate. Like the school¬ 
master’s birch, the parson’s big stick has been supplanted by 
psychology, and no psychology yet discovered has the persuasive 
effect of a pit seething with fire and brimstone. 

“The ideal parson of to-day must combine the qualities of 
a financier, an administrator, an orator, a scholar, a salesman, 
a musician, a teacher, a diplomat. If his church be small, he 
will find it useful to know also the rudimentary principles 
employed by painters, plumbers, electricians, furnace men, 
glaziers, carpenters and roof-repairers. Some parsons break 
under the strain—and parishioners hold up their hands in surprize 
and horror. The fact that all of them don’t break is, indeed, the 
greater wonder.” 


DOLLS AS MESSENGERS OF GOOD-WILL 

D olls as ambassadors of friendship is the 

“happy method” chosen to bring about good feeling 
between Japanese and American children. The first 
shipment of dolls, all drest by American children, has already 
been dispatched to Japan, and a cordial welcome awaits them, 
according to a message received by Dr. Sidney L. Gulick, 
through Ambassador Matsudaira, from the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment. Under this plan, we read in the Federal Council Bulletin,- 
American young people are sending thousands of “Doll Messen¬ 
gers of Friendship” to take part in the famous Japanese Festival 
of Dolls on March 3. “Any one who has ever been in Japan,” 
says the writer, “will readily understand both the unique 
significance of this occasion and the possibilities of making it 
contribute to better understanding between the East and the 
West.” At that time the families bring out treasured dolls, and 
for three days the little girls celebrate the festival in honor of 
home training and household ideals. We read further: 

“The plaij, of sending the * Doll Messengers’ was enthusiasti¬ 
cally received by religious and educational leaders in this coun¬ 
try, who have seen in it a remarkable project for cultivating 
international appreciation between the children of East and 
West. The Japanese Department of Education will welcome 
the dolls and distribute them through the public schools. 

“Each doll carries her tiny passport, giving her name and the 
name of the child or the group that has drest her and prepared 
her for her journey, and also a ‘ Message of Good-will ’ written 
by the children themselves. Most of the dolls will be given to 
the care of individual families and children in Japan. 

“For the dolls chosen to represent the various States and 
cities even higher honors are reserved. From these State dolls 
will be chosen ‘Miss America’ and ‘Miss America, Jr.’ ‘Miss 
America’ will be selected from dolls prepared by various high- 
school girls throughout the country. ‘Miss America, Jr.’ will 
come from the dolls prepared by elementary school children. 

“A committee consisting of Mrs. Frank A. Vanderlip, Mrs. 
Franklin Roosevelt, Dr. John H. Finley of the New York Times, 
Miss Olive Jones, Principal of School Number 120, New York, 
and Katherine D. Blake, Principal of Public School Number 6, 
selected the most attractive dolls to represent the forty-eight 
States. These will be placed in the Imperial Museum in Tokyo 
for a permanent record of this unique adventure. 

“In many communities ‘farewell parties’ of an educational 
character were held. Hundreds thronged the party to the Doll 
Messengers of Friendship in the Hotel Plaza, New York. The 
spirit of friendship was in the air. One thousand dolls were 
there, and their smiling faces* and gay costumes bore silent 
testimonial to the joy that was theirs in being sent to Japan by 
the children of America as ambassadors of good-will.”

G OOD stenographers and typists 
are assets. Yet few firms rec¬ 
ognize their true value in the writ¬ 
ing of letters or give them opportu¬ 
nities to develop. 

I know firms where stenographers 
must type dictation exactly as it is 
given to them, must make no change 
whatever in the wording, even 
though it may be senseless. I also 
know other firms where stenogra¬ 
phers are encouraged to think, are 
asked to make suggestions which, 
while not changing the meaning of 
a sentence, will often help to clarify 
and make the thought more con¬ 
cise. 

But it is in the appearance of the 
letter that a stenographer or typist 
shows herself to the best advantage. 
For, almost as important as the 
written message itself, is the dress 
or make-up of the letter. 

A letter which is neatly and care¬ 
fully typed and which embodies 
good taste will make a pleasing and 
positive impression. On the other 
hand, a letter which is smudgy, un¬ 
evenly placed and has noticeable 
erasures on it, will leave a decided 
negative impression. 

Make-up Is Mediocre 

The physical make-up of the av¬ 
erage business letter is mediocre. 
Letters arranged haphazardly with 
uneven margins, strike-overs, notice¬ 
able erasures and inaccuracies in 
spelling are all too common and cast 
discredit upon a firm. An excep-, 
tional letter, well arranged and 
evenly typed, will invariably make 
the reader remember that firm. 

What are some of the chief quali¬ 
ties required of good stenographers 
and typists? 

An even and pleasant disposi¬ 
tion. 

A genuine interest in her work. 
The ability to arrange a letter 
carefully upon the page so as to 
keep all margins as even as pos¬ 
sible. 

A touch which is even and sure. 
Ability to make neat erasures, 
Jot they have to be made. 

Using fresh carbons and rib¬ 
bons—when they must be used. 

Never “taking a chance” on mis¬ 
spelling the name of the person 
or the firm addressed. 

Being accurate above all 
accurate in typing, 
punctuation. 

Ability to detect and 
rors in dictation, 

Last of all, procffreading her 
letters. Do they make sense to 
her? 

Can Be Valuable 

This is not all. A stenographer 
can be as valuable to her employer 
.as she wishes to 


stenographer not only helps to make 
her employer’s letters more effective, 
but she helps herself to think in a 
more convincing and straightfor¬ 
ward manner. 

And straight thinking induces cor¬ 
rect habits of thought in the writ¬ 
ing of letters as well as in all other 
activities of life. For almost always 
a writer of resultful letters is a lead¬ 
er, not a follower. 

A wideawake, resourceful, stenog¬ 
rapher is an asset in helping a dic¬ 
tator to write clear, correct, human 
letters and in recovering the lost art 
of letter-writing .

Detroit — (JP) — Successfully com¬ 
pleting an experiment with radio 
beacons, a Stout-Ford 3-motored 
plane landed here Thursday night 
after a flight to Dayton and return 
during which it was guided every 
mile of the route by directions re¬ 
ceived by radio.

The beacon is a device by which 
flights are guided from the landing 
and starting fields by messages writ¬ 
ten in radio dots and dashes on a 
chart in the cockpit of the plane. 
The pilot was kept informed of his 
course by the information on his 
chart, the slightest deviation being 
registered.

Budapest—The bill for increasing 
Hungary’s armament, which the 
minister of war. Count Charles 
Csaky, has introduced into parlia¬ 
ment, and which the conference of 
ambassadors recently allowed, is 
warmly welcomed here. 

The press hails the easing of the 
military restrictions as a great suc¬ 
cess for the premier, Count Stephen 
Bethlen, though he has not obtained 
his demand for complete removal of 
the inter-allied control commission.

London—Ignatius Thibitsch Lin¬ 
coln, the former Liberal member of 


parliament, self-confessed spy, de¬ 
portee, arch-intriguer and adven¬ 
turer, has become chief political and 
financial adviser of the southern 
Chinese armies, according to the 
Daily Express. 

Less than a year ago, after a dra¬ 
matic rush from Ceylon, in the hope 
of seeing his son, Bombardier John 
Lincoln, before he was executed here 
for murder, Lincoln declared he had 
finished forever with political life. 
Today he is in Europe traveling on a 
secret Chinese mission negotiating 
for a S2G$GO,000 loan and buyiip 
munitions and food for the Canto¬ 
nese. He was in Berlin a week ago. 

It is recalled that last year Lin¬ 
coln protested against his “perse¬ 
cution” by various governments and 
declared that as surely as the white 
races were driving him back into po¬ 
litical intrigues so would they suffer 
through him at the hands of the 
yellow peril. He waved aside the 
suggestion that the Chinese might 
not be anxious * to trust him again 
after the way he played them false 
in 1924, when he was chief adviser 
to Wu Pei Fu and was forced to flee 
for his life for alleged embezzlement 
of loan funds. 

Lincoln declares his plans for Chi¬ 
na include invasion of French Indo¬ 
china from the Chinese province 
of Yunan, an attack on Tibet and 
the capture of Afghanistan and Per¬ 
sia.

Dear Mr. Elliott, 

I have before me your letter of January 27, together 
v/ith some clippings from the "Daily Tribune" which deal with the trip¬ 
le nationality of your family. All this is very interesting, and I 
appreciate your sending me these clippings. You ought to be, very 
proud, and I suppose you are proud, of these three lusty young men who 
will soon be able to take up and carry on your work. Please remember 
me most kindly to Mrs. Elliott and to the kiddies. 

I am sure that you have many correspondents here who 
keep you in to\ich with all that goes on so that I do not need to tell 
you about matters in general. (You will have learned from the telegrams 
that the American flyers are today in Asuncion^ They had a sad visit 
here, inasmuch as two were killed in an accident and their bodies were 
shipped home in the old "Vauban" which left just two or three days after 
the accident. Our men were received somewhat coldly, probably due to 
feeling stirred up here by the yellow press in regard to the action of 
our government in regard to Nicaragua and Mexico. On the contrary, they 
have with them today. Colonel De Pinedo, an Italian, and the whole coun¬ 
try has gone mad over him. It is thus that out on the firing line, we 
pay the price for the acts of our government. Said government may be 
justified in its action in regard to Central America and Mexico, but I 
have yet to be convinced that it is so. At any rate, our country has 
lost immeasurably in the confidence and esteem of the in American peo¬ 
ples?} If you can get the ear of President Cofoledge, you had better fill 
It with some real facts as to what Is being done, south of the Southern 
frontier and give him some wise counsel as to his duties in this matter. 

I am glad to know that the buildings in Asuncion are go¬ 
ing forward rapidly, I had a note from Senor Perez a few days ago, and 
his daughter, Sarita, was in our home a little while on her way back to 
Crandon in Montevideo. They report that very great progress has been 
made, and I understand that there is a possibility of having at least one 
of the buildings, if not two, ready for use in March, 1928. 

Trusting that 
your return to the field may not be long delayed, I am

In reporting to you my work in recent week* I must tell you ef my 
visit to three cities where there 7/as strong opposition but whioh were turned 
into three successive victories. 

In Toledo I was asked by the Hi g h School Mneipala and the T H C A 
to conduct an evangelistic campaign for ail the high school students. The plan 
was to address all the students in their assembly periods in the high schools 
and then in voluntary meetings in the evening call’ them to Christian decision. 
Before ay arrival the American Legion started on agitation to have me kept out 
of the sohools on the ground that I was a pacifist* The T H C A declined to 
, cancel the meetings on the ground of those attacks end the president of the 
T H C A and the Chairman of the School Board offered to resign if the meetings 
were cancelled* 

Accordingly, the sohools were dismissed early and voluntary assemblies 
were held so that attendance was not required* The auditoriums of the big hi gh 
sohools were crowded morning after morning, usually with 1,000 or more in atten¬ 
dance. For three days we hold evening meetings in the sans high schools and 
neighboring churches* In these meetings, whioh were for boys only, the attendance 
ran from 400 to over 700. Over 100 students a night registered decisions for 
Christ} these arc being carefully followed up. From 400 to 800 girls attended 
daily voluntary conferences to face their moral problems* In the high sohools I 
gave them a straight moral challenge on oleen living, so muoh needed in the revolt 
of modern youth today. In the evening mootings I gave them a challenge to accept 
and follow Christ as a personal Seviour. 

On the last day I net the American Legion which had tried to keep me 
out of the city, addressed them and answered their questions as far as time per¬ 
mitted. They nr© sending me written questions whioh I shall answer in public 
whon I return to Toledo, concerning ny attitude toward war* Wo won a great vic¬ 
tory in Toledo. 

y r. Percy Williams, Y U C A Seoretcry of Toledo, writes, "Sherwood Eddy 
has come and gone. Be spoke to about 6000 different high school students; 3800 
of then he addressed twice. Both our sohools and students say it is tho best 
thing the THO A has ever dons. Bis splendid talks and judgment in these t hinge 
is to bo very greatly contended*" 

The Superintendent of Schools, Muskegon, wired Toledo, "Sherwood Eddy 
gave three addresses here all sound, safe, sane and well received* In political 
dootrine ho la as dangerous as Lincoln, and as bolshevistic os the Sermon on the 
Mount. His talk to our high school students was a simple and very impressive 
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appeal on oharaotor development. It contained nothing of political or eoonomie 
theory. Yfe endorse him cordially." 

Our seoond oentar of eontroveray was the University of Hlohigan, 

Here Professor Hobbs, a military enthusiast, together with the Army and Navy Club, 
challenged my ooming on the ground of my being a pacifist and bolshevist. In 
reply, I challenged them to an open debate in the great Hill Auditorium. The 
meetings opened Sunday night with 2,000 in attendance where I spoke on the chal¬ 
lenge of the present world situation as presented in Europe, Russia, China, and 
Mexico, The next day 500 students and professors crowded the Natural Science 
Auditorium and for over an hour poured in questions concerning these four politi¬ 
cal danger zones. 

The morning of Washington’* Birthday was set for the debate at 10|30. 

By 9*00 o’clock men began to arrive, both from Ann Arbor and all over the state, 

including business men from Detroit, Array Officers, ministers, militarists and 
pacifists, until finally sens 6,000 crowded the great auditorium. The debate 
was on "Our Present System of National Defense." Professor Hobbs spoke first, 
making a strong case for "National Prepr-redness." I spoke second making four 
points: 

(1) Against the compulsory element of military training in 
eolloges and high schools. 

(2) Ageinot militarising the minds of the youth of today. 

(3) The hysteria of militaristic fear and suspicion whieh 
followed aB a result of the war and of the Preparedness 
Campaign. 

(4) Against the whole war system. 

The third speaker was Professor Reed, the most brilliant member of the faoulty 
and the best debater in the University, who spoke for 15 minutes in rebuttal. 

I than took the closing 15 minut es for rebuttal* There was very deep interest 
and the applause was very evenly divided. Some of the students looked upon it 
as merely o tiiroo-ring circus or kind of Korun holiday, but for some it waa a 
liberal education in challenging thought upon a great social issue. Five hundred 
men came out again in the afternoon to ssk questions on the subject of "War and 
Pesos" based upon the debate. 

Ann Arbor was a great victoryj the opposition only served to advertise 
the meetings more widely and to increase the audiencesj whore we mi ght have had 
400 or 600 wO had 6,000 instead. The President was delighted ittth the results. 
t*resident Butterfield of the State College at Lansing invited me to address the 

assembly of that institution on the following day, which I did. 

Chicago vzas the third and I hope the last controversial center. During 
five days I conducted a doaen meetings in the oity. Sunday morning X spoke to a 
crowded audience In the great Methodist Temple, In the afternoon I addressed 2,000 
people In the Chieago Open Forum for an hour, followed by questions for a seoond 
hour. The meeting was very fairly reported by the "Chicago Tribune." 

On Monday the ministers of the oity invited me to address them and we 
had what was said to bo the largest audienoe of ministers held 1 in the present 
building) at least one hundred were standing who eould not get soots. I spoke on

the subject, 'Dare We Be Christian*?" At the close of the meeting they purchased 
all of the large consignment of literature that are had and demanded more. One 
minister said, "You have given ns a new message and a larger gospel. I was just 
at the parting of the ways and your message has saved mo." 

had a aimilar time of great blessing with the ministers of St. Louis 
and several other cities, and I plan next year more aystematioally to meet the 
minister# of all the larger cities in the country On the subject of the vital mes~ 
sage of Christianity. 

Pleaso remember m as I now start for a series of evangelistic campaigns 
in the Southern collegea. I have just received from the leading professor in a 
State University recently visited the following word, "You did uo immeasurable 
good* you ao distrubed our oampus that there was released questioning and inquiry 
that will never oease. Prom ray experience your visit was revolutionary and miracu¬ 
lous ." 


Following the Southern Colleges I am to take four pre-Saster weak* in 
Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louie and Toledo, speaking oaoh noon in a large central 
theater, every night in mass moating d in the churches, and as far aa time and 
strength permit, morning or afternoon in the colleges and high schools of these 
four cities. Never heve I known Buch a large opportunity for service,

As you know from a previous letter the prob¬ 
lem on which we want your help ia what would be the. right 
and Christian way for us to deal with property which has 
come into our control by investments and inheritance. It 
is essentially not a problem of charity but of restitu¬ 
tion,- how can we restore this property to society in the 
best way. 


We are faced not only with (1) the expendi¬ 
ture of income but also (2) with the duty of investing the 
principle in worthwhile enterprises or (8) the question 
whether it is right £or us to own or keep control of this 
principle In whole oi? in part. We want your thought on 
these matters • j 

I However,! we have thought that it might be eas¬ 

iest to begin where we are now, namely, with the distribu¬ 
tion of Income and a| small amount of capital. This ques¬ 
tion faces us immediately and in getting light on it for 
the rest of this year we hope that some light may come on 
some of the larger and more fundamental problems. 


With this thought In mind we are enclosing a 
confidential list of contribution® and loans which we made 
in 1926. It also includes' at the end a note of the larger 
commitments we have made for 1927. Would you mind going 
over this list with a view to offering suggestions if you 
see a better way of using an equivalent amount of money 
In 1927? There may not be so much this year because about 
eight thousand dollars in 1926 was capital expenditure. 1 2 ' 


In considering what to do with our principle 
we want to discuss whether: 


(1) It should be used up gradually.

(2) Principle should be maintained intact 
but re-invested in more fully socialized enterprises than 
some of those in nhioh some of it now rests.

I have been thinking over the matter concern¬ 
ing which I talked to you, and the more I think about 
it, the more I believe it can be done, and even in a 
larger way than I indicated to you. 


In talking with Prof. Rockwell and others 
of the faculty, I discovered that they are very anxious 
to get a larger number of Disciple students at Union. 

This is the natural point of emphasis. My plan would 
be as follows: to continue, in name, the work of The 
Church Life Foundation, and do the work I am now doing 
in the state conventions, colleges, and large church 
centers for six months of the year, living in Indiana¬ 
polis during that time. The other six months, I would 
live in Union and teach one or two courses in Worship; 
also a course in the history of the Disciples or any 
other course in connection with the Disciple movement 
that they need. My residence there six months of the 
year would give me opportunity, to keep in close touch 
with our Disciple boys in Union and to build up a fine 
spirit of loyalty in them toward Union. Then my field 
work would give me fine opportunity to enlist students. 

If it should be thought wise, we could have a Disciple's 
Divinity Chair (or any other name), and my teaching could 
be done under that name. 


I wish you would think this over and write me 
your reaction before you talk to any body else. I am 
sure that you know that we have a very small number of 
students now in Chicago University, and that Yale is 
having the largest graduate list of Disciples of any of 
the major schools. Most of these students in Yale are 
from the middle West. It is my judgement that we could 
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greatly increase the number of graduate students in our 
Disciple group at Union, and that I would come in contact 
with them in attending conventions and in holding institutes 
in the various church centers. The very fact that I was teach¬ 
ing in Union or that the Disciples had a Bible chair there 
would put me in touch with those who desire to do graduate 
work, and at the same time my work as Director of The Church 
Life Foundation would keep me in intimate touch and keep me 
an integral part of the Disciple's life. I believe here is 
an opportunity to do a really constructive piece of work for 
the ministers of our church, and at the same time help Union 
to greatly'increase her influence. I was greatly impressed 
with the Seminary. What fine opportunities it offers. 

How,Kirby, think the matter over and write me frankly 
that you think about it Vp/Vf ’-: you go to see Dr. Brown, .and 
if you have any suggestions .0 ihake or ideas that should be 
included, let me have them. 

I have made no mention of finances, but presume Union 
would take care of that. If you have a different idea, let 
me know. 


If it was thought wise to have a Disciple's Divinity 
Chair or House in that connection you might indicate that 
we could get a number of leading Disciples in the .Eastern 
section; also in the middle Y/est and Southern States, who 
would be glad to form such a Board, for I am sure that could 
be easily done. 

I believe that here is an opportunity to do something 
really worth while, and I believe you will think so, too.

Dear Kirby, 

Since our long conference on Thursday afternoon I have been 
thinking over pretty carefplly the many things that were said there;and 
their meaning for nest year. Because I think I see light ahead I am 
writing you my thoughts. I hope you will share them with Devere, and 
if you think wise, with Jim. 

I have gone at it from this angles- Next year so and so must 
he done; each editor has certain things he wishes to do both as editors 
of this magaifcne and personally. I have tried to figure out how each 
person could he most happy and most useful. 

Before I go further I want to say that the editorial plans for 
the next nine months seeing simply splendid to me, I am tremendously 
pleased with the two series propped and with the non—topical plans. I 
f»mrt confident that each issue will he editorially fine and strong. 

The whole point of this letter is that our weakness and our 
danger lies in too many of us spending too much time in editorial work. 

By that I mean that we have built a good maga®n£e, hut we are not on 
a sufficiently strong business foundation. Our circulation must he 
more than doubled and our paper read by at leat 60 $ more people than 
are now reading it and thinking along our lines. If not I do not 
feel that we are justified in putting our life energy into this work. 

Our subscription list must be made to grow by leaps and bounds; we 
must be widely quoted and we must build a strong financial and business 
basis. I know all of us would agree on this point. I believe that 
the next 15 months will either put us on the map permanently or else 
so cripple us that we shall never be able to bring about the wor 
believe we need. 

You and I, more than the other two editors, I believe, have 
bornfc the brunt of this during the last year. All four of us would, 

I think, say that we can build circulation and financial gifts only 
through constant effort and eternal thinking along promotion lines. 

When I can* onto this job I did not realize that Devere no 
longer wanted to carry on in these fields. The Executive in his title 
fooled me entirely. I think I understood your relation to the business 
details. I am frank to say that I expected the assistant editor to 
do a good deal more along this line thafld has been the ease. I do 
not say that this last year has been wrong, but I do believe we must 
strengthen our whole management end during the next fifteen months. 

I have been |@king myself haw this can be done, with the staff 
we have, and still allow all four of us-to be thfo/oughly happy. I have 

assumed that Devere will want to be out of the office in| the same propor¬ 
tion as tufi ha B been this year. I further assume, from the conference of 
two days ago, that he wishei to concentrate more fully oft the Literary

half of his title. Jim, as hA has said, wishes to he out of the office 
next year at least two or three half days each week. BWfeSisr, I am assuming , 
fr o m the many times you have told me, Jthat you do not care to ^ at this stage, 
again assume business management as your. work. 1 honor all three desires 
of you three men. I believe they are sound if we can work them out. 

You know my points about nyself pretty fully I think. May I, just 
for clparity j taflw p repeat them here? I came onto the Job, willing to carry 
my share of the business end with an equal opportunity to get in on the 
editorial end. These nine months have been)from your and Devere 1 s giving 
me the opportunity^as nearly satisfactory 1 believe they could have been 
under the many things that came up unexpectedly. I appreciate your thought¬ 
fulness and your willingness to trust me again and again. After these months 
Z think I see what must be done, and that is^that I^or someone elee^must 
take more time andispend more energy on the development of business ]^&ns and 
policies. 

Because I believe we are, not for the good of the paper, but for 
the good of the business end, editorially top heavy I propose a slight ehange 
in emphasis in my work, I think you will know how reluctantly I 

make this suggestion. It seems to me that some of the heat and friction has 
come through^our of us dividing up too small an amount of writing. By that 
I mean that Dy buying the majority of material outside all of us have had 
very little opportunity to spread our literary wings. I think you and Devere 
have suffered most in this. Too, I feel that sometimes I have been miserable 
because what 1 h«d hoped would come rapidly to mOf has perforce come very slowly. 

I have been, as you know, analyzing my usefuliess to the paper and 
my relation to the rest of you in this venture. This is my proposal! that 
' I remain as Managing Editor, that I cease to strive for editorial opportunities, 
that I take my share of editorial work, but that we consciously reduce that 
end of ny work, and that I study, plan and originate promotion plans. May I 
elaborate my proposal in detail! 

If seems wise I should always sit in on all planning of future 
numbers and editorial policy making; that I, of course, att end all editorial 
council luncheons; that I sit in on all conferences on the issus in the 

making; that I dontinus my full share in book reveiwing; that I continue to 
handle all copy before it goes to the printer, that I mark and adjust this 
copy; that I write ^t more than two articles for TheEorld Tomorrow this year. 

The other side df the picture would be and this I propose only 
for one year)- that 1 cease reading any poefcfcy as it comes in; that I 
read only about 25# of the MSS which Jim feels worth the editors* 

stuAy and acceptance; that for the time being I do not write editorials 
unless I am the best fitted in some isolated case; that I give up wrting 
The Point of View entirely for the year; that unless necessary I do no edit 
manuscripts. 

I am loathe to give up those plums, but I feel that one year of 
concentrated., constructive building of the business end would make me a 
greater present asset and release ms later for freedom to do good, rather 
than hurried writing for the magazine. 
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I have tried to see several ways out and therefore I have examined 
each person in the office to see if we could strengthen our work. I feel 
we have a good office staff, that they believe in the paper and are loyal 
to it and to all of us. After working with them since February I know 
that they need one -±$444 P® r son to integrate thetr efforts and to see the 
growth of the magazine as a whole by strengthening each unit of work. 

That must, becagfute you and Devere are away, must be Jim or me. 1 feel 
this is neither Jim 1 s long suite nor his interest. Therefore it develves 
on me or someone else. I do not feel that there is now anyone on the office 
staff sufficiently experienced to carry this. Further, 1 find, after 
using three different individuals as advertising manager, that that is 
somewhere between 70 and SO# of a full time job; about 50# of her time 
is work out of the office. 


1 have come to the conclusion^and X submit it in this long epistlej 
that we must have a MANAGE Editor with the empahsis on the business 
end. I have come to this protestingly and painfully, but since I have 
been willing to write this letter to you I have felt increasing confidence 
in the plan and a sense of faith that it will relieve a lot of tension 
and unhappiness in the office. If Jim is oufpart time I see no other way. 


This in no way means that the Managing Editor would be final authority 
in business matters. It means that she would study and originate ideas, 
plans and policies which would always be tested against your judgement and 


I am submitting this letter to you before our staff conference on 
Thursday because 1 feel it must be settled before you leiive for the summer. 
Second, because if you ask me to carry on and do this work during the next 
fifteen months I feel I shall have to ask the salary I asked originally, 
namly $4,000 per year, beginning with the new budget in September 1927. 

I am asking this because I know the work will consume every moment of my 
waking thought and that I cannot carry outside interests or outside writing. 

If the business foundation and circulation is built double the very prosperity 
will double the work. I hope it will and I don't mind the work, but I 
feel since I cannot get the Editorial compensation we all hoped for then I 
cannot afford to accept the present salary beyond September. 

May I ask that you examine this and the 1927-1928 budget and that 

Jou give me definite word before you leave on June 4th? 


Please know that I have been over this whole matter in the best 
spirit of friendship to ^you all and in the light of the good of The 
World Tomorrow and not in a self-seeking desire to have what I want in spite 
of all. I want very much to stay with the organization and pitch nothnly 
my 142*pounds behind the venture, but to put my very best experience, thought, 
mind and heart into every business move we make.

FOREWORD 

Under the auspices of the Baptist General 
Board of North Carolina the third session of the 
Wake Forest Summer School for Preachers will 
be held at Meredith College, Raleigh, June 6-16^ 
1927. Surely, there was never a time when it 
was more fitting that those who are trying to 
“carry on” for the King should meet for council, 
for instruction, for help in facing up to the trying 
situation of which we are a part. In one of our 
most beautiful hymns we have this expression: 
“Change and decay in all around I see.” This 
line was written by Rev. H. F. Lyte in 1847. If 
he were living today he would probably be dis¬ 
posed to emphasize strongly three words in his 
statement, viz, “change,” “decay,” and “ail.” Cer¬ 
tainly change— rapid, radical and most far- 
reaching—goes on about us everywhere. There 
is also much of decay. Is it the decay of death? 
or, is it' a decay that necessarily precedes and ac¬ 
companies a renaissance? Personally, I believe 
very strongly that it is the latter, and it is for 
this reason that I am so anxious that those of us 
who are trying to lead in the delicate task of 
character-building shall “come apart” for a few 
days and put forth an honest effort to renew and 
strengthen our grip on the great things of God 
and His Gospel. There is a story to the effect 
that Mr. Belloc, was travelling with a friend in 
the Pyrenees. As they traveled they encountered 
a terrible storm. The friend in awe whispered 
to Mr. Belloc, “This is the day of judgment.” 
“Nay!” replied Mr. Beltoc, “this is how the dawn 
comes in the Pyrenees.” It is with some such 
thought as this in mind as to the present situa¬ 
tion that the program of the 192 7 session of our 
school has been prepared' 

Objectives 

Six objectives are before us as we look forward 
to this coming session: (1) To bring those who 
come, into as close, vital and intelligent contact 
as possible with the world situation as it is to¬ 


day; (2) to evaluate anew our gospel message 
and its adequacy for meeting successfully this 
situation; (3) to face afresh the special task that 
confronts our particular group; (4) to acquaint 
ourselves with the best equipment and methods 
of the day for the execution of our task; (5) to 
generate and fix in our hearts an esprit de corps 
that will assure victory in the most trying situa¬ 
tion; (6) to plan together for a continuation of 
the work of the School during the months of 
the year ahead of us. 

Faculty and Course of Study—“Fourteen Points” 

With these objectives in view our Committee 
has engaged the very best men and women that 
could be had for their respective tasks, and we 
congratulate most heartily those who may 
share with us the instruction, the inspiration and 
the help that will surely come from contact with 
these giants in Kingdom service. Following are 
the courses to be offered: 

(1) The Message of the Principal Old Testa¬ 
ment Prophets—Jonah, Amos, Hosea, Micah, 
Early Isaiah, Later Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Eezkiel. 
Dr. Sampey; (2) A class in Hebrew Exegesis for 
those who may wish to renew their acquaintance 
with this field. (Dr. Sampey promises not 
to embarrass any one who may join this class). 
(3) The Missionary God in His Revelation—a 
course of daily lectures, Dr. Carver. (4) The High 
Calling of God in the Church and in Christ Jesus 
—an exegesis of Paul’s letter to the Ephesians 
in Greek, Dr. Carver. (5) Studies in the Life 
of Christ for preachers, Dr. Freeman. (6) Ele¬ 
mentary Principles in the Making and Delivery of 
Sermons—a sort of round table on preaching, Dr. 
Weatherspoon. (7) Stewardship Vitalized—a 
course of lectures on life as a trust from God, 
Dr. Johnson. (8) The W. M. U.—a class hour and 
a conference hour each day, Mrs. Harris or some 
one to be designated by her. 

(9) Special lectures on World Conditions. Mr. 
Page and Dr. Inman. It may not be out of place 
remark here that both these gentlemen are 


easily among the best informed men in America 
on the special matters with which they are to 
deal. (10) The Conference hour. Here the round 
table method will be used when an opportunity 
will be given to bring up any question, difficulty, 
or what not in connection with either one’s per¬ 
sonal or church life. These matters will be talked 
over in a most informal way and in an atmos¬ 
phere of sympathy and fraternity. The Confer¬ 
ences will be led by the Dean of the School and 
his colleague at Wake Forest, Dr. J. W. Lynch. 

(11) Evangelism. Sunday June 12 will be 
given to a consideration of Evangelism, and it is 
earnestly urged that all shall make, their plans 
to remain in place for this important day. There 
will be three sessions, each characterized . by a 
vital topic in this field as follows: First, God’s 
Message in the Gospel, Dr. Sampey. Second, The 
Holy Spirit in Evangelism, Dr. Maddry. Third, 
Mediating God’s Salvation to Men, Dr. Wilson. 
Besides the addresses of these three brethren we 
hope to have many testimonies and suggestions 
from other members of the faculty and school. 
(12) Music and Hymns. Rev. and Mrs. F. A. Bow¬ 
er. These gifted musicians and devout servants of 
God will not only lead the music of the school, 
but in their own way will acquaint us with at 
least a few of the great hymns of the Christian 
ages. (13) Special evenings. A few evenings are 
to be specials—one for music, one for stunts, and 
may be one or two for other things. (14) Fun 
and Physical Culture, Dr. Turner. A part of 
each afternoon will be devoted to this feature. 

Who Should Come? 

(1) Every Baptist preacher in the State and 
any other preacher who may wish to join us; 
(2) the wives of the preachers; (3) returned 
missionaries; (4) those connected with any fea¬ 
ture of our denominational work; (5) any who 
are giving themselves specifically to religious 
work. We are sorry that we canot arrange to 
invite the children, but find it impracticable to 
arrange for them. 





The Place and the Cost 

Those who attended the school last year need 
no assurance as to the kind of reception that 
awaits them at Meredith College. Here we are in 
a retired place, and yet only a few minutes from 
our Capital city. Here we live under the same 
roof, eat in the same dining room, and enjoy a 
fellowship that cannot be surpassed anywhere. 
When we are told that President Brewer, Miss 
White, Miss Welch and Mrs. Norwood will again 
have charge of us, we surely have a sufficient 
guarantee that every possible precaution will be 
taken for our comfort, convenience and help. 

It is no surprise to those of us who ate there 
last year to learn that the dining room ran a little 
behind in their expenses. Of course we would 
not have this repeated. The College will make 
no charge for room, lights, etc. The cost of board 
will be $1.25 a day. The first meal will be served 
at supper, Monday evening, June 6, and the last 
one will be served at breakfast, Friday morning, 
June 17. 

Other Business Announcements 

(1) The Business Manager and the Dean will 
be in their offices at Meredith College from two 
to five o'clock on June 6 for the purpose of 
registering and advising with students. (2) At 
five o'clock on June 6, there will be an assembly 
of those present to hear explanations and an¬ 
nouncements as to life in the School, plans of 
work and any other matters that may need spe¬ 
cial attention. This will be the only meeting of 
this kind. (3) Probably most of those attending 
the school will come in automobiles. Meredith 
College has no general garage for storing cars. 
The College keeps a watchman on duty all night, 
hoAvever, and cars may be parked about the 
building with safety. (4) The Baptist Book Shop 
will have a good selection of books on hand and 
will be prepared to furnish or order any book 
that may be called for. (5) Let each one bring 
his own bed linen, towels, soap, comb and such 


other toilet articles as may be needed. (6) Bring 
also a suit and shoes for physical exercise— 
clothes in which one may wallow in the dirt, lie 
in the grass or do any stunt that Dr. Turner may 
suggest. (7) It is the thought of our committee 
that this year’s school shall work out and provide 
for some sort of course of study running through 
about four years, and that the successful comple¬ 
tion of this course shall lead to some sort of certi¬ 
fied recognition. We hope those who plan to 
come to this year’s school will be thinking them¬ 
selves and consulting others with reference to 
this matter and be prepared to make suggestions. 
(8) It may be that this course of study will call 
for examinations on the work of these summer 
sessions as well as on work done at home during 
the year. This will emphasize the importance of 
remaining to the close of the school. (9) We hope 
that churches will, where necessary, make it pos¬ 
sible for their pastors to attend this school, and 
especially that they shall arrange for their pas¬ 
tors to spend Sunday, June 12, in the school. 
(10) Have all mail during the school directed to 
Meredith College, Raleigh, N. C. (11) For further 
information as to any business detail, write the 
Business Manager, Rev. Walter M. Gilmore, Re¬ 
corder Building, Raleigh, N. C. (12) For further 
information or suggestion as to program, write 
the Dean, Rev. W. R. Cullom, Wake Forest, N. C.

Dear Kirby; 

I want to pass on to you the results of my interview with Rev, 
Norris, the Reformed minister of Sunnyside Gardnjgs# It was exceedingly 
painful. 

If you want to see denominationalism, dogmatic, petty, competi¬ 
tive, ruthless, unchristian, bigot^ed, at its very worst, call on that 
poor little man. He is an ignorant and bigotied little Englishman, 
who drops his l^s. 

I began by asking him if I could join the church, transferring 
my letter from Bridgeport without becoming a member of another denomina¬ 
tion. He replied with heat that the church was and always be denomina¬ 
tional and that I would have to become a member of the Reformed Church# 

I asked if he could not have a community church which would com¬ 
mend itself to many of us who wanted to support the local church but 
would not wish to become Baptists, Presbyterians, Reformed or any other 
denomination or to change our denomination at our time of life# He 
said anybody could attend who wished and anybody could join who liked, 
but it was and always would be denominational. 

*fre then made a sweeping attack on community churches as a whole¬ 
sale failure, a bitter attack on the community of Sunnyside as a whole# 
He said this was not going to be a community churoh but a neighborhood 
church# 


I said, "Call it what you like, but can f t we drop the denomination, 
you retaining, however, your denominational connection personally?" 
Everything I proposed quite gently and kindly, he seemed to gpt excited 
about and become quite vehement# 

I asked him finally, if the denominational idea did not appeal 
to the community, would there be any objection later on, if the present 
plan failed, and people were not coming to the church, if we should start 
a united community church that would appeal to all# At that he leaped 
up and almost ordered me out of the house. 

I said we would do nothing at once and would hope for his success. 

I sent him my personal contribution for $25.00 just to show good will, 
but he was exceedingly bitter and quite hopeless. He will not appeal 
to any intelligent or open-minded person. 

I think if you called upon him and gently raised the question of * 
denominationalism that you will probably get some golden quotations
